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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Election Requirement 

1 . The response to Election Requirement filed on 3/23/2010 has been entered. 
Group II (claims 11-15) has been elected. 

Examiner Amendments 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

3. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1 - 
10 and 16-27 directed to inventions nonelected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 1- 
10 and 16-27 are been canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 11-15 are allowed. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

□ The prior art fails to teach an apparatus of Claim 1 1 that specifically 
comprises the following: 

- The instant application is deemed to be directed to a non-obvious 
improvement over the admitted prior art of the instant application and the 
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invention patented in Pat. No. US 5,187,474, US 5,684,451 and US 
6,182,019. 

The improvement comprises: 

With regard Claim 1 1 , " a second load that includes a controller 
area network load, and that couples a second load current between the 
second voltage and the negative lead, the second load current bypassing 
the resistor; and the loop current controller sensing the second voltage to 
correct the first current for the load current that bypasses the resistor. " as 
recited in combination with other limitation in claim 1 1 .
